L/ Wools that are bright in color and of relatively light shrinkage. Nearly all of the wools grown in 
the states east of the Mississivpni River are of this type. Bright ”ools are also grown in parts of 
Minnesota, Iowa, and Missouri. Wools from Kentucky, Virginia, and Tennessee usually bring prices 
1 to 3 cents per pound, grease basis, above bright fleeces because of their lighter shrinkage.
